All but three members of the Grafton County Del- 
egation — Wadhams of Alexandria, Holden of Hanover 
and Madden of Lincoln — attended the dinner at the 
Grafton County Farm at the invitation of the County 
Commissioners on March 6, 1950. 


Governor and Mrs. Adams were the guests of 
honor. 


After the dinner the group assembled in the Chap- 
el where the Chairman, Mr. Hamilton, presented Gov- 
ernor Adams who gave a very informative talk on the 
reorganization plan going into some detail on the sec- 
tion dealing with Administration and Control. 


Mr. Clough stated that because the Delegation had 
not authorized the changes necessary to meet the re- 
quired hospital standards that Grafton County had 
been unable to secure a license to operate the hospital. 


In answer to questions Commissioner Noyes said 
that he could not give an accurate estimate of the cost 
of such changes but thought it would be around $500. 


The Chairman stated that since this is not a busi- 
ness meeting no action could be taken. 


Mr. Jones moved that the members present express 
their willingness to instruct the Commissioners to pro- 
ceed with the necessary changes and that this matter 
be brought up for ratification at the next business 
meeting. The motion was seconded and carried by a 
unanimous vote.

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State of 
New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Grafton County 
herewith present the annual report of the Commission- 
ers, Treasurer, Auditors, Superintendent of County 
Farm, Jailer, Clerk of Court, Solicitor, Sheriff, Chap- 
lain, Physician and County Extension Service. 


COUNTY HOSPITAL 


It was recommended by the State Board of Health 
that an operating room scrub sink should be installed 
in the Hospital. This was done and it has proved to be 
of great service. The State Board of Health also rec- 
ommends an auxiliary lighting plant for the hospital. 
We have been unable to procure such a plant to date 
but hope to take care of it in 1951. 


We regret that Dr. E. M. Miller had to retire from 
the County Hospital work, due to his health. He has 
given us many valuable years of service and all the 
people interested in Grafton County affairs are grate- 
ful to Dr. Miller for the good work he has done at the 
County Hospital. In getting some one to take over the 
medical duties, the Commissioners feel that they were 
fortunate in securing the services of Dr. Everett Camp- 
bell. He is very interested in the County Hospital and 
the welfare of the patients. Also, we have great con- 
fidence in his ability. 


COUNTY FARM 


The new house was completed during 1950 re- 
placing the one which burned in 1949. It is definitely 
a very fine house and we would like to compliment Mr. 
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John Clough of Lisbon, N. H., for his excellent work in 
completing this house at a very reasonable cost to the 
County. 


Orman Thayer and the crew again took some of 
our stock to the Fairs at Lancaster, Canaan, Plymouth 
and North Haverhill and brought home more than our 
share of prizes. 


We regret the loss by death of two County officials 
during 1950; Sheriff Robert P. Peckett, Jr., of Fran- 
conia and one of our County Auditors, Harry D. Saw- 
yer of Woodstock, N. H. They had contributed valu- 
able service to the County. 


The Register of Deeds office shows an overdraft 
of $1,352.93. This is due to indexing which is required 
every five years. Through an oversight this item was 
omitted from the budget when it was made up two 
years ago. There was no alternative but to proceed 
with this work. 


As always, the Commissioners and the Superin- 
tendent and Matron extend an invitation to the people 
of Grafton County to visit and inspect the Farm and 
other buildings. 


We wish to express our appreciation to the Dele- 
gation, the various county and town officials and the 
State Welfare Department for helping us to carry out 
the work of the County.

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 82, 
Section 27, of the Revised Laws, the biennial audit and 
examination of the accounts of Grafton County has 
been made by the Division of Municipal Accounting of 
the State Tax Commission. The audit covered the fiscal 
years ended December 31, 1948 and December 31, 1949. 
Submitted herewith is the report which includes Ex- 
hibits as hereafter listed. The report is made up in two 
sections as follows: 


Section I —Fiscal Year Ended December 31,1948. 
Section II—Fiscal Year Ended December 31, 1949. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the audit and examination were the 
account and records of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners, County Treasurer, Clerk of the Superior Court 
and Superintendent of the County Farm. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets:

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Comparative Balance Sheets for the fiscal years 
ended December 31, 1947-1948 and December 31, 1948-

As indicated therein the decrease in Net Debt amount- 
ed to $1,671.25 in 1948, and $7,426.47 in 1949. 
Reconciliation of Change in Financial Condition:

Statements presenting an analysis of the contrib- 


uting factors which caused the change in financial con- 
dition of the county during the fiscal years ended 
December 31, 1948 and December 31, 1949, are included 
in Exhibits B and J, respectively. 


The decrease in Net Debt during the year 1948 
amounted to $1,671.25. The contributing factors caus- 
ing this were as follows:

In the fiseal year ended December 31, 1948, a net. 
overdraft of appropriations of $29,081.41, less a net 
revenue surplus of $21,060.91, resulted in a net budget 
deficit of $8,020.50. 


In 1949, a net overdraft of appropriations of 
$9,596.16, less a net revenue surplus of $6,207.38, re- 
sulted in a net budget deficit of $3,388.78.

Summaries of the receipts and expenditures of the 
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County, made up in accordance with the uniform class- 
ification of accounts, for the fiscal years of 1948 and 
1949, are presented in Exhibits E and M, respectively. 


Bonded Indebtedness: 


It was noted that the final payment of $10,000.00 
on the New Almshouse Bonds was made in 1949. These 
bonds, bearing an interest rate of 5%, were originally 
issued in 1929 in the amount of $200,000.00. 


Tax Anticipation Notes Issued: (Exhibit Q) 


Tax anticipation notes issued during 1948 and 
1949, are shown in Exhibit Q, with the amounts, dates 
of issue and maturity, and rate of discount indicated. 


ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS 
AND TREASURER 


All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk 
- of the Superior Court during the periods under review 
were examined and compared with corresponding en- 
tries in the Treasurer’s records. Supporting invoices 
and payrolls were also examined and the classification 
of expenditures noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s bal- 
ance as of December 31, 1949, is shown in Exhibit N. 


CLERK OF SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of 
Court of Grafton County were examined. Court re- 
ceipts were checked by source, insofar as possible, and 
found to be properly recorded. Court orders issued by 
the Clerk were supported by invoices, vouchers and 
payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior Court 
Justice. 
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COUNTY FARM 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of 
the County Farm were examined. Receipts of the Farm 
were checked by source through the triplicate receipt 
forms. All receipts, as recorded in the cash book, were 
properly accounted for by the Superintendent through 
deposits to the credit of the County Treasurer’s ac- 
count in the Woodsville National Bank. | 


Classified Summaries of receipts and expenditures 
of the County Institutions for the years 1948 and 1949 
are presented in Exhibits F and O, respectivly. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Appropriation Overdrafts: 


The accounts in which the larger appropriation 
overdrafts occurred during the two year period were 
as follows: 


1948—Register of Deeds $ 5,563.74 
1948—County Farm 32,566.35 
1949—County Farm 10,295.98 


The appropriation in 1948 for “Register of Deeds” 
was $800.00. The expenitures charged to this account 
amounted to $6,363.74, resulting in an overdraft of 
$5,563.74. It was noted, however, that the County Del- 
egation voted to install photostatic equipment and 
authorized the Commissioners to pay for such equip- 
ment out of unexpended balances from other. appropri- 
ations. Actually, therefore, no funds were raised spe- 
cifically for this purpose. The cost of this equipment 
plus installation and supplies was approximately 
$3,500.00. Completion of the indexing in the Register’s 
office accounted for a substantial amount of the bal- 

ance of expenditures made by this department.. 
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County Farm Equipment: 


The County Delegation voted “to raise $5,550.00 
in 1949 to be used with the $4,500.00 insurance pro- 
ceeds to purchase farm machinery and make necessary 
-xepairs in the amount of $10,050.00.” This transaction 
‘is shown:’in the 1949 budget statements (Exhibits K 
and L) as follows: 


Appropriation $10,050.00 
Expenditure 8,770.75

‘County Farm House: 


The votes of the Delegation relative to this mat- 
ter were as follows: 


(1) To raise $7,500.00 in 1950, together with the 
$4,500.00 to replace the insurance money to re- 
build the cottage. 


(2) That the Commissioners of Grafton County 
be authorized to borrow a sum of money not to ex- 
ceed twelve thousand dollars ($12,000.00) by a 
note on the credit of the county to replace the 
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house which was burned at the County Farm. Said 
house to be built in 1949, and said note to be paid 
in 1950. 


The appropriation statement (Exhibit K) indicates 
an expenditure in 1949 on this account of $9,261.21 and 
an overdraft of like amount. 


It is noted that an appropriation of $12,000.000 has 
been included in the county budget for 1950. This will 
reduce by a like amount the outstanding temporary 
loan of December 31, 1949, which amounted to 
$35,000.00. 


Competitive Bidding: 


Chapter 47, Section 8, of the Revised Laws, as a- 
mended by Chapter 165 of the Laws of 1949, relating 
to competitive bidding for County purchases, provides 
as follows: 


““Any purchase of equipment or materials made by 
a county in an amount exceeding three hundred 
dollars shall be by competitive bidding, provided 
that the county commissioners by unanimous vote 
may waive the provisions for such bidding. In case 
the commissioners so vote a copy of such action 
shall be recorded in their offices with a statement 
of the reasons therefor and such record shall be 
open to public inspection. Orders for equipment or 
material to be delivered at different times where 
the single delivery may be less than three hundred 
dollars but the total order exceeds that amount 
shall be construed as coming within the provisions 
hereof requiring competitive bidding.” 


It was noted that while the waiver provision of the 
law had been complied with competitive bids were not 
generally obtained. The usual form of waiver contained 
the following information: 
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(1) A statement to the effect that it was the unan- 
imous vote of the Commissioners to waive bid pro- 
visions on certain purchases as indicated. 


(2) List of Vendors for a particular month from 
whom purchases exceeding $300.00 had been made. 


(3) Reason for waiver — usually a statement that 
comparative unit prices had been obtained. 


It is believed that while compliance with the waiv- 
er provision may have fulfilled the letter of the law, 
the real intent of the law is to require competive bid- 
ding in each instance where the purchase exceeds three 
hundred dollars in amount and that only in cases where 
it is not possible or practicable to obtain bids should 
the waiver provision be used. In other words the use 
of the waiver provision of the law should be the ex- 
ception rather than the rule. 


It is recommended that the Commissioners furn- 
ish uniform proposal forms to be used by bidders with 
specifications as well as prices of goods or materials to 
be purchased indicated thereon. All bids received 
should be kept on file in the Commissioners office.

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Farm crops on the whole were much better than 
last year. More hay and grass silage was raised, also 
more potatoes. 


Milk production has greatly increased again this 
year. Cattle were shown at fairs at North Haverhill, 
Canaan, Plymouth and Lancaster, winning many rib- 
bons and cash awards. 


A few changes were made in the personnel. In 
February, Henry Stearns replaced William Keyes as: 
turnkey. When Max Robinson left for his summer 
work, we were fortunate in securing Mrs. Etta Hatch 
as cook for the employees. Mrs. Mae Carle returned to 
her work in May, having been absent on account of ill- 
ness. Mrs. Bertha Hatch resigned and Mrs. Ida Fortier 
is now employed in that position. Max Robinson is now 
the hospital orderly, replacing Winfred Clough who re- 
signed to accept a position in Charlestown. We were 
very sorry to lose our night nurse, Mrs. Mary Keith, 
R.N., who was forced to resign on account of illness. 
Marion Millette is now employed as night nurse. 


Chapel services have been carried on under the 
leadership of Rev. Ivan Nickerson, Rev. Herbert Foote, 
and Rev. H. B. Simms of the North Haverhill Method- 
ist Church. Rev. Robert Porter of St. Luke’s Church 
has given freely of his time and has held several ser- 
vices in the chapel. Father Donnelly has cared for the 
Catholics in the Institution. Rev. Ratliff has had charge 
of the Committal Services. 


Magazines and books have been gratefully re- 
ceived. The Sugar Hill Library has donated many 
books as have various 4-H Clubs and individuals. East- 
er gifts were received from 4-H clubs of Bath, Haver- 
hill Corner, Enfield, Lebanon, Lisbon and others. 
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Through the kindness of Lawrence Smith and the 
North Haverhill Fire Department, Rev. Hugo Prueter 
and the Orford Community Council and Richard Clark, 
the County 4-H Agent, we have enjoyed many good 
movies. The Ammonoosuc 4-H Club gave a minstrel 
show in May which greatly amused the Family. Many 
parties were held in the Chapel during the year and the 
women had their annual picnic at Benton Camp 
Grounds. At Christmas, the North Haverhill Junior 
Choir sang at the church service; also singing carols 
through the hospital on Christmas Eve. The Christmas 
party was well attended. Friends and neighbors gath- 
ered in the chapel with the Family. A program was 
furnished by representatives of the Salmon Hole Aux- 
iliary, 4-H Club and Home Demonstration Group, after 
which William Stevens of Lyman, a Santa of fifty 
years’ experience, appeared. Added to the usual gifts 
were those donated by 4-H Clubs of Salmon Hole, Glen- 
cliff, Beebe River, Campton, Ashland, Easton, West 
Lebanon and others. Home Demonstration Groups of 
North Haverhill and Salmon Hole, the Christian Temp- 
erance Union of Lebanon and the Glencliff Christmas 
Club sent an attractive scrap book. The Littleton Gard- 
en Club made evergreen corsages for everyone in the 
Institution, Hospital, House of Correction and Jail. The

I herewith submit my report for the year ending 
December 31, 1950. 

The activities of the Chaplain have been conduct- 
ed in accordance with the custom of many years. 
Owing to several changes in the personnel of the Chap- 
lains during the past year, the work was somewhat re- 
tarded. The Reverend I. L. Nickerson closed his serv- 
ices the first of June, and his work was taken over by 
Dr. Bunyan MacLeod ... Unfortunately Dr. MacLeod 
died suddenly after serving this field but one month. 
During the balance of the summer the work here was 
carried on by clergymen of the surrounding towns. 

On the first of September, the Reverend Herbert J. 
Foote of Enfield was appointed as interim pastor of the 
North Haverhill church, and he served as Chaplain 
until November first, at which time the Reverend Ben- 
jamin Sims became permanent pastor. 

The usual religious services have been held, with 
the end in view of bringing religious help and personal 
counsel to the population of the Home. The Sunday 
services have been entered into with enthusiasm by 
those who attended. The singing of hymns which the 
men and women seemed greatly to enjoy, constituted a 
considerable portion of the service. Lessons of help- 
fulness, and inspiration were then drawn from the 
great stories of the Holy Scriptures.
